Moreover, these cast-out politicians fostered class conflict 
amongst our nation’s family of workers, managers, and investors 
—young people, old people, and the greatly neglected “independent

Model Code Has 
Registration, 
Not Licensing 


RSES Code Meant as Guide 
For Chapters In Areas That 
Are Planning Legislation 


MIAMI, Fla..-A model administra- 
tion code which provides for registra- 
tion but not licensing of contractors 
to supplement the ASA-B9 safety 
code was adopted by the Refrigera- 
tion Service Engineers Society during 
its 15th annual convention at the 
McAllister hotel here. 

“This code is merely a model code 
and is intended as guidance for any 
local chapter that sees the need of 
introducing new legislation,” mem- 
bers were informed by James H. 
White, chairman of the committee 
which drew up the code. 

“Because it is not RSES policy to 
promote legislation, the biggest use 
of this model code,” he said, “will be 
as a counter proposal when un- 
favorable legislation is pending or 
is being proposed. It should be em- 
phasized that this model code can 
be adapted to meet local conditions. 

“In drafting the model code, the 
important principle has been followed 
of giving the small refrigeration man 
an equal chance with the big com- 
panies, so let us use this model code 
wisely to the benefit of every RSES 
member and the benefit of the entire 
refrigeration industry,’ White urged. 

Under the RSES code “no corpora- 
tion, firm, or person shall engage in 
the business of installing, altering, 
and repairing mechanical refrigera- 
tion systems unless such corporation, 
firm, or person holds a valid certifi- 
cate or registration.” 

To qualify for such a certificate of 
registration, the applicant must be 
21 or over, “able to read and write 
the English language,” and be “of 
good moral character.” 

The code further declares that “in 
considering the moral character of 
an applicant, the authority passing 
upon application may determine that 
an applicant with a record of re- 
peated violations of the Building 
Code of the City of or of 
other laws or ordinances regulating 
building construction in the City of 

, or of dishonest practices or 
malpractice in the conduct of a busi- 
ness, trade, or profession, is of poor 
moral character. ; 

Permits also would be required for 
new installations and “alterations” 
but not “repairs” of systems con- 
taining (1) a Group 3 refrigerant, 
(2) more than 5 Ibs. of Group 2 re- 
frigerant, or (3) more than 20 Ibs. 
of a Group 1 refrigerant. 

The code defines “repair” of a re- 
frigerating system as the replace- 
ment or renewal of any part of the 
entire system “with material or part 
of like type, size, and capacity for 
the purpose of its maintenance.” 

An “alteration” would be “any 
change involving an extension or ad- 
dition to the system; a change in type 
of refrigerant; a change in the ar- 
rangement, type, or purpose of the 
original installation; a change in the 
size of the equipment utilized; relo- 
cation of a compressor, generator, 
condenser, condensing unit, or eva- 
porator.”

What ‘Features’ Will Room Coolers Add? 


Heating, Deodorizing, Automatic Control Seen Most Likely 
Additions as Engineers Debate Room Unit's Future Design 


NEW YORK CITY—Today’s “room 
air conditioner” is already much 
more than a mere “room cooler” and 
tomorrow's models may add further 
functions that will increase its sale- 
ability, it was brought out at the 
Room Air Conditioner Conference 
which was part of the annual Ameri- 
ean Society of Refrigerating Engi- 
neers convention here 

Some of the further functions of 
the room air conditioner that either 
are incorporated in some present-day 
units, or which may be added to 
future models, are: heating, humidi- 
fying, deodorizing, air sterilization, 
and automatic controls 

Electric “strip” heaters have been 
the conventional method of supplying 
the heating function in room units, it 
was brought out in the discussion 
of “Special Features” led by W. L 
McGrath, Carrier Corp. In making 
use of strip heaters, it was pointed 
out that care must be taken to see 
that the heating elements don't im- 
pose a greater “draw” on the power 
lines than the compressor; to make 
certain that controls are so arranged 
as to prevent operation of both the 
heater and the compressor at the 
same time or operation of the heater 
without the blower in operation 

The “heat pump” cycle can readily 
be applied in a room air conditioner 
with the addition of valves, controls, 
and certain accessories. Some units 
have already been put into operation 


with this feature. Paul Moore, York 
Corp., who acted as chairman of the 
conference, said he had been heating 
his office satisfactorily with a heat 
pump room air conditioner, and 
stated that he also had one installed 
in his home, where it is being used 
alternately with his fireplace 


‘Heat Pump’ In Room Units 


While the heat pump heating cycle 
cannot be expected to provide com- 
plete interior comfort in below freez- 
ing weather (‘and probably shouldn't 
be used in weather that cold because 
the outside heat exchange surface 
will frost up), it will provide com- 
fort in weather that requires some 
type of heating to take off the chill 
and would eliminate the need for spe- 
cial separate heaters or turning on 
the furnace under such conditions 

It is estimated that a heat pump 
type room air conditioner could be 
in use year-round in well over 50% 


of the U. S. market, and that it 
would have considerable use as a 
“seasonal” heater in the rest of the 
market 
Humidifying Is Unlikely 

Some of the earliest models of 
room air conditioners provided a 


humidifying function, but practically 
none do today. Maintenance is messy 
and difficult with the “hand filled” 
type of humidifier, speakers at the

Air filters used in room air condi- 
tioners have generally been of rela- 
tively low efficiency, but it is pointed 
out that a deep filter is unnecessary 
because household dust is in small 
particles

Problems In Odor Control 


Producers of room air conditioners 
haven't jumped into providing de- 
odorizing equipment on their product, 
as yet. The “masking” type of odor 
control ‘about the same thing as 
sprinkling perfume into the air) is 
not looked upon with favor 

Activated carbon units are recog- 
nized as effective odor controllers, 
but such units properly sized for 
room units are not in production, and 
the air pressures generally believed 
needed for successful operation of 
activated carbon units constitute a 
problem, the speakers declared 

The evaporator in the room air 
conditioner is an “odor remover” in 
itself, as odors condense on the cold 
coil. However, this is not an unmixed 
blessing, as these accumulated odors

Types of Controls 


Some form of automatic tempera- 
ture control is being incorporated in 
a great many room air conditioner 
models today. The thermostatic con- 
trol is probably the most simple and 
most direct, but it imposes a rather 
rough load on the power line and re- 
sults in light flicker, etc. In fact, J. R 
Hartman, Edison Electric Institute 
speaker on the program, said that 
power companies much prefer “re- 
frigerant control systems” rather 
than thermostatically controlled units 

Other types of controls which may 
be considered desirable are a “step 
control” to cut compressor operating 
time, and some control means to get 
lower coil temperatures and conse. 
quently lower relative humidities 

Variation of fan speed is another 
recommended feature Standard 
speeds can be used for normal con- 
ditions, and higher speeds where the 
load is increased. 

“Should such features be included 
as ‘standard’ on room air condition- 
ers, or should they be considered as 
accessories which can be added,” 
asked McGrath, “This is a question 
which the industry must resolve 

“Most room air conditioner dealers, 
unlike automobile dealers, do not 
have the facilities to ‘add on’ these 
accessories, and that is a factor.” 


Ventilation Problems 


In using the window-type room air 
conditioner for ventilation purposes, 
warning was given on the possibility 
of getting poor results because of 
improper damper arrangement or in- 
correct designing 

In tall buildings, if the damper ar- 
rangement or design is incorrect, the 
“stack” effect of wind velocities may 
result in air being drawn out, instead 
of into the building. In the exhaust 
air function, the opposite will be true, 
in that the stack effect will permit 
proper exhausting operations on the 
upper floors, but not on the lower 
floors 

Because the room air conditioner 
must necessarily be of such construc- 
tion that it cannot be “highly styled,” 
styling must be “low key,” declared 
C. A. Peterson, Design Consultant of 
Williamsport, Pa 

Such units must 
taste, and blend with their surround- 
ings, but the design must be distinc- 
tive and have the look of quality 
Color is of prime importance, he de- 
clared 


M4 -hp., 115-v. Unit Doomed? 


Declaring that “the %-hp., 115- 
volt room air conditioner is doomed,” 
Cc. C. Fitzsimmons, engineer for 
Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., 
pointed out the dangers and prob- 
lems in using room units over ', hp 
on 115-volt power lines 

Fitzsimmons also outlined the new 
Underwriters’ Laboratories standards 
for air conditioning equipment 
‘which were covered in detail in re- 
cent issues of the News). 


Seek Corrosion Solution 


In the open discussion following 
the formal presentations at the Room 
Air Conditioner Conference, consider- 
able time was devoted to considera- 
tion of the problem of reducing the 
weight of the room unit, and also to 
the matter of combating corrosion 
of exposed parts, particularly in sea- 
coast towns and areas subject to high 
humidities 

Suggestion was made that in- 
creased use of aluminum in various 
parts and components of room air 
conditioners would assist in weight 
reduction. Relative to this point, 
Laube asked if anyone could express 
an opinion as to how aluminum fins

The Real Political Issue 
Is Business Management 


(Concluded from Page 1) 
either through higher prices to the consumer—or by shrinking 
dividends for investors—to flagrantly unfair levels for both. 

In the long run this “robbing Peter to pay Paul’’ will destroy 
risk capital and the “living power" of pension funds. Furthermore, 
it will increase demands for government regulation of business 
enterprises and personal habits. The continued babying of “labor” 
elements which assume that more and more union members should 
work less and less for ever-increasing pay will be disastrous to 
labor itself. 

Self-styled “liberals who promote such programs really are 
Marxian “collectivists,”” at heart. They hold that the state is our 
master, not our servant. We can hope that Eisenhower, Taft, et al 
will root them out of the entrenched bureaucracy which has pre- 
meditated and “implemented” this backwards theory. 

In a true industrial democracy (“‘liberally” defined) ballots 
are cast every day by consumers. They express their choices in a 
competitive market, Hence, all enterprises should be privately 
owned and managed if the consumer is to get a fair shake of the 
dice. 

“Down in Washington,” Mr. Wilson declares, “I've watched 
our creeping paralysis of socialism at work. . . . We have to 
launch a second era of trust-busting and we need a bigger stick 
than even Teddy Roosevelt could swing. If the concentration of 
power by business was bad for our country—and it was—then 
the concentration of power by government is equally bad. And it 
is. So, if Americans still believe in our system, let’s start practic- 
in that belief. 

“Our national debt today is approaching $270 billion. Suppose 
we cut that by about 10% . This saving is not the main pur- 
pose, though the sum involved is considerable.” 

Mr. Wilson proposes to let all Americans buy shares in Ameri- 
ca of their own free will. Let them become stockholders “in the 
true sense” instead of forcing them, as taxpayers, to finance under- 
takings beyond their choice and control.

2. Reduce interest on our government debt by around three 
quarters of a billion dollars a year. 

3. Produce a tremendous annual tax yield from exempt pro- 
perties which now require state or local taxes to support them. 

4. Give more people an actual share in U. S. production, and 
added security from less-jeopardized income. 

5. Break the trend toward socialistic “public” ownership. 

6. Slow up the drive of axe-to-grind bureaucrats for more 
and bigger Big Government.

System In Hotel Will 
Compensate for Sun’s 
Angle and Intensity 


LOS ANGELES

Control of the 
system in the new 
Statler hotel here will compensate 
for the angle and intensity of tie 
sun's rays as well as the conventional 
indoor and outdoor temperatures, 
according to Gavin Younkin, Pacific 
coast manager for Minneapolis-Hon- 
eywell Regulator Co 

The new M-H control development, 
which is called “solar compensation,”’ 
is being applied for this first time 
to the new 1,275-room hotel, part of 
a $25,000,000 development project 

Heart of the system consists of 
eight electronic devices or compensa- 
tors similar in appearance to glass 
doll houses, Younkin explained. These 
are located in strategic spots on the 
hotel roof 13 stories up to cover all 
conceivable sun angles 

These shelters, which measure 8 by 
12 by 18 in., have aluminum roofs to 
reflect the sun, inside walls of black 
pumice-like material to retain the 
heat, and a room-angle glass to re- 
ceive the sun 

Sun rays’ penetration is measured 
by an electronic thermometer in each 


house while the temperature in the 
shade is measured by another elec- 
tronic thermometer outside. The out- 


side thermometer anticipates the ef- 
fect that air temperature changes 
will have on room comfort 

The higher the outside shade tem- 
perature and the more direct the 
sun's penetration in the rooms, the 
more refrigeration will be demanded 
by the compensators, it is explained 
Conversely, when the shade tempera- 
ture drops too low and the sun sets, 
or goes behind a cloud, the compen- 
sators will call for warm air 

Presumably, the compensators and 
system will be zoned 

All signals, whether for heating or 
cooling, will control the operation of 
the Carrier “Conduit Weathermaster” 
system supplying the guest 
and public areas of the hotel

# Conditions Can Cause 
High Wattage Readings 


Four major factors will affect the 
wattage readings of refrigerators 
when a volt-wattmeter of the dyna- 
mometer type is being used to check 
the unit. These factors are: voltage, 
ambient temperature, amount of frost 
on evaporator, and state of air cir- 
culation at the condenser 

If the voltage is low, there will be 
a lower reading on the wattmeter 
than normal Likewise, high voltage 
will result in higher than normal 
wattage 

Wattage will vary somewhat with 
ambient temperature. It will be 
normal to find higher wattage read- 
ings with higher ambient tempera- 


tures 

A heavy coating of frost on the 
evaporator will lower the wattage 
reading 


Restriction of air flow through a 
condenser caused by a clogged or 
dirty condition will boost the wattage 
reading. If the condenser is cooled 
by a fan which is not operating or 
is running at too slow a speed, a 
high wattage reading will result 

Other conditions will also con- 
tribute to unusual wattage readings, 
but the four outlined above are the 
most common

Nevertheless, it still would not be 
a very desirable location for a con- 
densing unit, because of the other ob- 
jectionable features of difficulty of 
control of temperatures in the refrig- 
erator and because of compressor 
slugging. This has been discussed in 
some detail to show the variety of 
factors that can affect the choice be- 
tween an air-cooled and a water- 
cooled condenser 


NOISE OF OPERATION 


This is another factor that may be 
of such critical importance that it 
may entirely outweigh all other fac- 
tors. Here again the water-cooled unit 
is favored, although not a positive 
necessity 

In household refrigerators and 
other small systems requiring only a 
comparatively small amount of air 
for an air-cooled condenser, the 
“static” air-cooled condenser may be 
used, thus eliminating fan noise. This 
is a condenser with large surface but 
without fan, that depends upon 
natural, gravity circulation of air. Or, 
a small slow speed fan may be used 
to circulate the air over the con- 
denser 

If the air-cooled condenser is re- 
motely installed, the air noise factor 
will be eliminated from the condens- 
ing unit location. If the air noise from 
large remote, air-cooled condenser in- 
stalled on roofs or similar locations 
is excessive, the noise can be mini- 
mized by the use of large, slow speed 
fans.) The design of the fan blades 
ean also tend to minimize air noise

21—Tracing the Operation 
of Diaphragm Valves 


The operation of the diaphragm 
valve can be traced by observing the 
flow chart in Fig. 19 and the follow- 
ing discussion 

The valve base casting and the 
cap are separated by the diaphragm 
This produces two separated sections 
of the vaive 

The section below the diaphragm is 
connected “from” the main burner 
gas supply line and from the opposite 
opening “to” the burner. It is in this 
section that the gas supply to the 
main burner is controlled 

A valve disc is attached to the 
diaphragm which is flexible. When 
the valve is closed, the disc rests on 
the seat of the valve. The seat is 
machined into the base casting 

Fastened to the top of the dia- 
phragm is a metal weight. The 
weight adds closing pressure on the 
disc to assure proper seating and no 
leakage through the valve seat or 
port 

The parts above the diaphragm are 
the “command” units of the valve 
The major parts are the electrical 
relay assembly and the bleed port 
assembly. A gas chamber is located 
above the diaphragm. When there is 
gas at supply line gas pressure in 
the chamber, the diaphragm will be 
in a lowered position, the disc will be 
against the valve seat. No gas will 
flow. The valve will be closed. 

With gas above and below the dia- 
phragm at supply line pressure the 
equalized pressures permit the valve 
to close by gravity action. The 
weight on top of the diaphragm pro- 
duces force to seat the valve disc 
against the valve seat. 

No gas pressure above the dia- 
phragm but pressure below it will 
cause the valve to open

Gas Heating Controls 


By Service Information Division,

The bleed port capsule assembly 
consists of a two-port valve and a 
push rod unit to operate the valve, 
opening one port and closing the 
other 

The bleed port assembly is oper- 
ated by the relay. The relay in turn 
operates under the command of the 
switch type controls. The relay arm, 
when the relay is energized, presses 
downward on the bleed port push 
rod. This action opens one bleed port 
and closes another. When the coil is 
de-energized, the bleed port valves 
assume an opposite position due to 
a spring action in the bleed port 
capsule 

Gas is supplied to the bleed port 
valve from passage ways connected 
with the gas supply line and ter- 
minating in the upper section of the 
valve above the diaphragm. 

The bleed port valve also has a gas 
passage way from the section above 
the diaphragm to the bleed port out- 
let. The bleed port outlet is connectéd 
by tubing to a bleed burner that is 
set adjacent to, or connected to, the 
pilot burner 

Through the two-port bleed valve, 
operated by the relay, gas can be 
made to flow from the gas supply 
line to the upper section of the valve, 
and is prevented from flowing 
through the bleed port outlet from 
the area above the diaphragm. The 
valve is closed 

Reverse the position of the “open” 
and “closed” ports in the bleed valve 
capsule and no gas can flow from 
the supply line but gas can flow from 
above the diaphragm through the 
bleed outlet. The valve will open. The 
gas pressure under the diaphragm is 
greater than above and the valve is 
opened by this pressure 

This is known as a “puff-bleed” 
diaphragm valve. The only gas bleed 
“off” during the opening of the valve 
is the small amount contained in the 
chamber above the diaphragm.

Such indirect wastes shall dis- 
charge over an open sink, floor drain, or 
other similar open receptacle. Such work 
shall be installed im accordance with the

SECTION l4. Refrigeration 

A Refrigeration Board is hereby estab- 
lished to 

1. Issue certificates of registration: 

2. Revoke or suspend certificates of 
registration; 

3. Act upon appeals from decisions of
